XO FEAR FOR THE FUTURE

“Turning from the immediate to the ul-
timate future of the church, ‘'we may ot once
dissmiss all fenr. The ultimate church wiil
enforce mo theory of inspimtion. The
chureh will then have a simple, yet compre-
hensive, creed, revealing the essentials of
salvation. The rules of the nltimate church
will be few. The mania for making new
laws for God’s people upon points upon
which inspirntion has not spoken, will give
place to the Christian liberty exhibited by
St. James anid endorsed and illustrated by
St Paul. Caste and eant will disappear.
Christian living will be midway between
aseeticisom and luxury.

“Stratagems and appesls to earnal motives
to maise money will no longer be needed.
Knowledge will not be found without zeal,
or zeal without knowledge: discipline will
he helpful to the peoitent, but not 1o the
incorricible trunnt. Science and religion
will walk hand in hand, though till the last
there may be irrcligious scientists and some
Christinns o ignorant or timid as to fear
that the inerease in knowledge in the sphera
of pature necessarily implies the destruc-
tion of faith in the realm of knowledre.™

Rev. W. J. Dauwsen, of the M. E Church,
England, said that the church of the foture
must essemtinlly be the churen of the past.
The fundamentals could not be altered. The
first note of the cliurch of the future would
be simplifieation.

THE SOCLALISM OF CHRIST.

Democracy in the state meaut democracy
in the church, and the most democratic
church would win. Autoeracy in the church
was doomed. The tregd of politics was
toward social reconstruction. The toilers
were justly discontented. Christians were
followers of a divine Socislist. If men
conld not get the socialism of Jesus they
would get the socialiste of the devil. The
socialism of Jesns did not make us all equal;

The chureh should not ignore evolution,
The church which is willfully blind is not
the church of the future. How little is the
degree of separation between the Metho-
dists and Raptists, and the Presbyterians
snd the other Protestant churches, and how
mnch better it wonld be were they all in
one fold. [Applsuse.] With Dr. Backley
he differed on one point. How mueh wus
thers in commoen between the Protestant
and Catholie Churehes? The Roman Cath-
olirc is nearer to the Methodis: than iz the
Unitarian. Wax it too wild a dream that
the Churel of Rume might yet be purified
from eorruption?

F. W. Baume¢, of the Rible Christian
Church, London, said: *The present trend
of thought is in the direction of a church
whose main features would be a fearless
love of truth. a nobler eatholicityof spirit,
a wider and more practical sympathy and a
bolder and more aggressive evangelism.

CEEED XOT A SUFPERFLUITY.

‘“Creeds hnd been nnduly depreented.
Persons who londly asserted that ‘love ie
the fulfilling of the lsw,” and that everyone
that loveth is horn of God and knoweth
(iod, often forget that Gad is light as much
os love, and he that is holy or true is as
truly born of (od as he that loveth. Forms
were evanescent, principles only immutable,
and thercfore every development of the
church in the present day should approxi--
mate toward the church of the apostolic
times. "

At the eonclusion of thie, the last address,
Dir. Stephenson, by request of the Business
Committee, voiced the thanks of the Con-
ference in  various directions, through a
resolution he presented.  In moving the
resolution Dr. Stephenson said he preferred
1o treat it in the old-fashioned way of con-
sidering it by seotions.  Referring to the
hospitality shown the foreign delegates, he
ﬂit{ that it had been so generonus in measure
as to mnke some of them wish to stay  here,
He said that the colored churches hud given
them the best music and as hearty a wel-
come as was to be found elsewhere.

He referred to the President’s visit to the
conference, and said that he had done
honor to the conference and to himsel® and
had set & noble exampie to the heads of
every great commnnity in the world.
